American Saboteurs 


It will afford satisfaction to every 

adian and to every American of 
good will that President Roosevelt has 
at last openly named opponents of 
assistance to Britain as “verbal sabot- 
eurs,.” 

Hitherto, the isolationists and their 
ilk have been permitted to pass as well- 
intentioned political adversaries. 

Mr. Roosevelt now reads into their 
behavior something of a criminal ele- 
ment. For a saboteur, whether verbal 
or otherwise, is an illegal person en- 
gaged in illicit acts. 

Having plainly dubbed their per- 
formance as an offense, perhaps the 
President will next proceed to do some- 
thing about it. 

next step after giving a crime 
a name is to punish it. 


An Equivocal Position 


Prime Minister Robert G. Menzies 
of Australia has resigned his post as 
head of the Australian government and 
will shortly leave for London to repre- 
sent his country in Empire war con- 
ferences. 

Mr. Menzies felt keenly the need 
for such representation and he obvi- 
ously felt that he was the logical man 
to give it. The Australian parliarnent | 
disagreed and maintained that a prime 
minister’s place was in his own coun- 
try at the head of his own government. 

They could not see themselves be- 
ing governed from London even by a 
duly elected Australian. 

The course of politics which has 
been operating in Australia seems to 
leave Mr. Menzies in a highly equivocal 
position. 

If his disagreement with his own 
parliament was sharp enough to cause 
his resignation from the premiership, 
how can he hope to represent that par- 
liament adequately in London? 

Any Dominion’s representative go- 
ing to London permanently would ap- 

r to be in the same position. He 
would either have too much power or | 


not enough. 

If he was given enough power to be 
useful in London, it might very well be 
argued that he should exercise that 
power more safely at home under the 
eye of his own parliament. 


Russian Determination 


Nothing has symbolized so com- 
pletely the unflinching determination 
of the Russians to fight to victory as 
destruction of the great Dnieperstroy | 
dam. 

With this dam and its hydro-electric 
system destroyed, the Nazis, when they 
occupied Dnieperopetrovsk after a 
fierce fight, took over only the hulk of 
a vast industrial development on the 
lower Dnieper River. 

“We blew up the dam,” said S. A. 
Lozovsky, Soviet spokesman, “so as not 
to allow this first child of the Soviet 
five-year plan to fall into the hands 
of the Hitler bandits.” 

It had supplied an area of 70,000 | 
square miles and a population of 16,- | 
000,000 persons with an annual output 
of 2,500,000 kilowatt hours of electric 
current. . } 

While the world admired the Rus- 
sians for the uncompromising manner 
in which they carried out this new man- 

jfestation of Stalin’s “scorched earth” 
’ policy, ig was not forgotten that the 
forced giving up of this territory was a 
setback of importance to the Soviets. 

Loss of the factories powered by the 
Dnieperstroy hydro-electric develop- 
ment immediately put a new burden on 
the factories the Russians have develop- 
ed further east. 

It also made necessary a speeding 
up of supplies from the English-speak- 
ing countries to Russia. 

On the credit side of the ledger Brit- 
ain and Russia established a new back- 
door supply route through Iran which 
capitulaved in the fourth day of an Al- 


lied invasion. 


Calling Japan's Bluff 


Some weeks ago, it was said on this 
page, in another column, that Japan 
was putting up a huge bluff against 
Bri and the United States and that 
a firm attitude on the part of those lat- 
ter countries would doubtless cause her 
to modify her tone. 

The events of the past few days 
appear to be bearing out that view. 

Prince Konoye has sent a personal 
letter to President Roosevelt and ur- 

t conversations ure proceeding daily 
eo Japanese and American emis- 
garies in both Washington and Tokyo. 

It is obvious that the Japanese are 
more than anxious to smooth away the 
Hazardous difficulties which have | 
arisen between themselves and the Eng-

7 There is even talk that Japan may 
foraake her Axis alliance and embark

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fic. Stranger things, of course, have 
happened. But if this rumor is not ac- 
tually translated into fact, it at least 
shows the direction of Japanese think- 
ing. 

British and American economic 
Sanctions applied against Japan have 
Struck that latter country a terrific 
blow. Her people are beginning to rea- 
lize that the little taste of economic em- 
barrassment they have had would be 
magnified a hundredfold were they to 
get into war. 

There is still a grave menace in the 
Situation. The negotiations might eas- 
ily break down at any point with a re- 
Surgence of the jingoistic party in 
Japan. Nor do any of these concili- 
atory gestures mean that Japan has 
abandoned to the slightest degree her 
ambitions in the Pacific. 

She still wants the Hast Indies, 
Malaya, Thailand and Singapore. 

But her tendency, right now, is to 
offset the dangerous consequences of 
her precipitancy. 

The currently bitter campaign in 
the Japanese press against President 
Roosevelt has little significance. 

It might be the Japanese conception 
of “saving face” to court Mr. Roose- 
velt diplomatically and damn him jour- 
nalistically. They may feel that, for 
their souls’ sake, one counterbalances 
the other.

Americans and Japanese Under- + 


stand Each Other Better 


in Present Parleys

There was nothing in Mr, Churchill’s 
speech or in Mr. Hull’s press interview 
which can give the Japanese militarists 
any reason to think they can safely ad« 
vance any further. This is not the sum- 
mer of 1940 when Britain stood alone and 
at bay in Europe, when China stood alone 
in Asia, when America was unprepared, 
and Soviet Russia was 
bound to Germany. This 
is the summer of 1941, 
and the balance of power 
has turned decisively 
against Japan. Whereas 
a year ago we felt con- 
Strained to buy time by a 
policy of concessions and 
retreats, we are now ina 
position to insure our 
security in the Pacific by 
: ait and, if need be, 

ve “S by decisive action. 

W. Lippmann We are able now to 
talk with Tokyo on the basis of a new 
situation. An American military mission 
under Brigadier General John Magruder 
is on its way to China, American supplies 
are on their way to Siberia. Manila, Hong 
Kong, Singapore have been heavily rein- 
forced. Japan is separated from her Axis 
partners in Europe by the great Russian 
wedge and by the improved British posi- 
tion resulting from the conquest of 
Ethiopia and the occupation of Syria, Irak 
and Iran. The naval position in the north 
Atlantic has been greatly improved, and 
similar improvements will no doubt soon 
be assured in the south Atlantic. 

In spite of a certain amount of obstruc- 
tion and uninformed political confusion at 
home, the American position in the world 
as a whole has been made much better 
than it was a year ago. It is so much 
better that the opportunity now exists to 
make sure that Japan will not, because she 
cannot, stab us in the back or even compel 
us to continue to leave the western hemis- 
phere unguarded in the Atlantic because 
we must stand guard in the Pacific. 

Same Language 

Our conversations with Japan will, let 
us hope, continue. But if they do con- 
tinue, it will be because we are now able 
to speak the language which the Japanese 
militarists understand. They will under- 
stand us in China, that we intend not only 
to continue supporting free China but that 
our military mission will determine how 
airplanes and other weapons can most 
effectively be made available and then 
used. The Japanese have chosen to have 
a great war in China: it will certainly 
serve the American interest to make sure 
that this Chinese war which the Japanese 
picked for themselves proves to be a big- 
ger war than they bargained for. The 
valor of the Chinese and the toughness of

their national spirit have been proved be- 
yond all doubt. The Japanese will under- 
stand, even though they hear contrary 
voices raised in this country, why an 
increased support to China is an obvious 
measure in the defense of the vital 
interests of the United States. 

They will understand, too, as diplomats 
and professional soldiers why the United 
States will send supplies to Russia by 
way of Siberia. It is of immense im- 
portance to us that there should remain 
firmly established and strongly armed an 
independent Russian government in 
Siberia. We do not wish Hitler, or some 
Ruasian Quisling or Darlan, as our near- 
est neighbor in Alaska. We do not wish 
Japan for a neighbor in Alaska. We prefer 
Russia, which has no offensive navy in 
the Pacific and no policy and no means 
of expansion in the Pacific. Finally, as 
long as Japan has a government which is 
invading China, encircling the Philippines 
and threatening the great sources of 
essential American supplies in the South 
Pacific, we should be very foolish indeed 
if we did not appreciate the value of the 
Russian army, the Russian air force and 
the Russian navy in Siberia. 


Same Game 

The Japanese diplomats and militarists 
will understand also that two can play at 
the game they have been playing this last 
year, and that now our turn has cone. We 
have not forgotten that in the most 
desperate days last year, when Britain 
was threatened with destruction and we 
had to think how we could protect the 
western hemispnere ainglehanded, Japan 
made an alliance with Hitler which was 
avowedly aimed at us. It will now take 
something more than polite words from 
Tokyo to make the American people be- 
lieve that Japan would not stab them in 
the back if ever the opportunity arose, 

Therefore, now that our situation has 
improved—now that we are intrinsically 
much stronger and now that there exists 
in the Pacific a coalition of Chinese, Rus- 
sians, British, Dutch and Americans—it is 
our turn to say that Japan shall advance 
no further and that this constant menace 
must be reduced. The time to reduce the 
Japanese threat is now and in the next 
few months—before Japan's partners in 
Europe can gather themselves together for 
another great offensive in the west. The 
means by which this can be done is to 
consolidate and reinforce the coalition of 
Pacific powers—China, Russia, the Nether- 
lands, Britain and America. They have a 
combined force, provided it is combined, 
which—if it is not sufficient to deter 
Japan—is sufficient to defeat Japan 

Thus in one way or in another—the 
ultimate choice depending upon Japan— 
we can and must find a way to put an 
end to the threat of a two-ocean war.

It is humanizing work by making al] work 
serve essential social purposes. It is 
creating a freedom based upon obligations 
as well as rights, It is rediscovering 
poetry, chivalry and heroism. 

It is democratizing the aristocrat and 
ennobling the democrat. It is restoring 
the hasic meaning of the word virtue, as 
manliness in the humane sense rather 
than masculinity in the physical sense. 


Revolution 


In short, this war that has scarred the 
face of every British city is releasing the 
British mind and soul and is bringing 
about the Anglo-Saxon revolution of hu- 
manism, socialism and freedom. Or, if 
you like, of fraternity, equality and liberty 
—but in this order, and not the other 
way around. 

It is creating the synthesis between 
socialism and private enterprise, between 
the state and the free instruments of 
society, between the aristocratic and 
democratic spirit, between nationalism 
and internationalism, 

And this revolution is occuring with 
the collaboration of men and women of 
every country of Europe, gathered in the 
British Isles as in a gigantic Noah’s Ark— 
Slavs from all the eastern nations, Greeks 
and Frenchmen, emigre Spaniards; Jews 
of course, even a few “Aryan” Germans, 
together with a constant flow of contacts 
between itself and the United States and 
now between itself and the Soviet Union. 
The Anglo-Saxon revolution proceeding 
in evolutionary form, without ideology, 
with the bloodshed all caused by external 
enemies—a revolution that transcends 
and breaks down classes—is also a revolu- 
tion that transcends nations and national- 
ism. It avows the principles of national- 
ity; while diluting and modifying the 
nationalism that has divided the world 
Since the eighteenth century, 

It is, therefore, a revolution of all- 
European and world-wide significance. It 
is occurring in a European stronghold and 
for the liberation and equality of all 
European nationalities; but it is also 
occurring in an island, of Europe and yet 
not in it, an island that is the heart- 
centre of a world commonwealth, and 
allied Russia, China and in all but a 
technical sense, with the United States. 


Some Opposition 


It must not be inferred that these 
developments are occurring without 
hitches or opposition, that they proceed 
equally on all fronts and in all places, or 
that they are in any way complete. 
Actually, they are more apparent and 
appear more coherent to the fresh eye 
than to Britons themselves, Britons have 
neither the time nor the opportunity 
abstractly to analyze what they are doing 
or its probable effect on the world at 
large.

After all, he had seen posters 
and read publicity urging young men to 
join up and learn to fly, If the govern- 
ment needed raw recruits, he figured, it 
really would appreciate a fellow who had 
had hundreds of hours in the air.

relax; the amenities are rnore modest but 
not more boorish; the press is as free as 
it has ever been and much more free than 
in the Munich era; criticism is candid; the 
Prime Minister is a prime minister and 
not a Fuehrer; the crown and the con- 
stitutional monarchy are unchallenged— 
the most popular woman in England is 
the Queen, and popular in the exact 
meaning of the word. 


Reason and Humanism 


It is the sensé of the progress of a 
revolution longed for—a revolution based 
on reagon, realism, and humanism, that 
engages the enthusiasm of the visitor. It 
is not that one is, or becomes more “pro- 
British,” it is that one sees so much in 
besieged Britain that can be emulated, 
One is constantly asking oneself, “Why 
don’t we do this?”—“Why must a nation 
be driven to the wall in order to act with 
intelligence, energy and brotherhood?” 

And yet one also asks oneself, “What if 
it should have to surrender to superior 
brute force?” No Briton asks this question 
of himself, as far as I can find, but the 
visitor asks it. The visitor asks: “What- 
if, i, the ultimate showdown, America 
should wash her hands and say, ‘Enough!’” 

Only in the beclouding doubt of that 
still dubious question does the heart sink, 
knowing that were that “enough” to 
spoken too soon, the ark of mankind 
might tumble broken into the flood, and 
the brazen-browed tread here and every- 
where—until in some far, far future, out 
of slavery and bloody rebellion, humanity 
should be rediscovered as one must be- 
lieve it always would be.

From Germany 


LONDON SPECTATOR | 


Even in these days of broadcasting, 
belligerents know s0 little of events in 
each other’s countries that I write very 
diffidently about the state of mind in 
Germany. Reports from many sources 
agree, however, about the astonishing lack 
of enthusiasm and confidence displayed 
when Hitler’s military victories are an- 
nounced, There were successful cam- 
paigns in the Balkans and even in Asia 
in the last war, but they did not bring 
victory. 

It is perhaps significant that the 
churches, Catholic and Protestant, are 
fuller than they have been for years, and 
that the sale of Bibles increased from 
830,000 in 1930 to 1,225,000 in 1939 and to 
1,525,000 in 1940. It would seem that the 
Nazi paganism with which Rosenberg and 
others hoped to replace the Christian out- 
look on life does not provide adequate 
consolation in times of worry and war,
